out one z while the other who was placed at 
the prize bag, was ordered to do the ſame. 
Both the number and the prize were iultaat- 
ly thrown on the table, when our maſter 
ft the number, which he decluced 
to be No. 8; and then opened the prize, 
which proved to be the Tea-table — 
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und Juvenile Urials. Matter Sterling being 
in posen of the ticket No. 8, produced it. 
was No. e, which proved to be the higheſt 
prize, as it was the Circle of the Sciences

craving of a twenty thouſand pounds could 
not have created a greater fir in Geildhall 
than this did
